This letter acknowledges the receipt of your July 19, 2019, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request.

“Studies, reports, memos, meetings minutes, test records, feasibility studies, and other 
records related to Projects Rumpler, Bayonet, Lek, Bayonet and Lek, and Sopwith all of 
which are identified as “EPW (Earth Penetrating Weapon) Developmental Programs” 
conducted as part of a “Sandia/Los Alamos EPW Program Historical Perspective of 
Accomplishments” discussion included as part of a presentation about Earth Penetrating 
Weapons in the document previously available on the DOE Online Reading Room at the 
following link:

Your request was received by the NNSA on July 22, 2019. 

It is the practice of the National Nuclear Security Administration, in accordance with 
Departmental policy, to process FOIA requests in the approximate order of the date received by 
this office.

We need more time to complete the 
search of facilities geographically separated from this office, review the record(s) for release, and 
prepare the response to you, as some requests, depending upon the volume of records, the 
complexity of the search, and/or the sensitivity of the subject matter, require additional time to 
complete. Reformulating or otherwise narrowing the scope of your request may result in a 
quicker processing time. 
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In your FOIA request, you identified yourself in the educational/scientific category for fee 
purposes. Pursuant to 10 CFR § 1004.2(c) we are requesting additional information in order to 
determine your fee category. Please provide an explanation to us regarding the intended use of the 
records you are requesting. If we do not receive a response regarding your intended use of the 
records by August 1, 2019, we will consider your request withdrawn and will close it with no 
further action.
